waffle, and other now barren lands 
In tho fur West, rich as the valley of 
tho Nile when water Is poured upon 
it. 


Those throe classes of land are all 


capable of enormous production, once 
work of reclamation would Immedia- 
tely offer tho inducements oi' out- 
door activities, and when accomplish- 
ed, a permanent homo and occupa- 
tion to thousands. 
Secretary Lane 


calls attention to tho vastly Improved 
terms of his plan over that of tho 
oarly homestead days. 
Then

homesteader was also a pioneer, who 
started with almost nothing in 
the 


way of buildings, farm 
machinery 


and stock. ' Tho nearest 
postofflce 


was often a day's journey 
distant; 


the life was hard and desolate. 
Pro- 


gress was slow for want of money, 
The moro abundant the crops the 
loss tho price p'or bushel,

still thoso living who remember the 
days when the expenses of hauling 
a load of grain to the nearest market 
ociualtocl every dollar the grain sold 
for.

telephone or telegraph the depth of 
snow, or ice on the highway, giving 
its general condition. 
These reports 


aro published in the' newspapers and

forecasts and .warnings 
are

public distribution and telegraphed 
to the superintendent of highways at

S. Army;, .New York City, Gover- 
nor Philipp rasks that the people of 
t.he state •give.spe'ddr'attentioir'tb-'tb.e. 
collection-, of- fruit pits and nutshells. 
In order to meet the 
demands 
£or 


this high quality of carbon for gas 
masks one million pounds a day of 
fruit pits and nut shells are required. 


Since the campaign for the collec- 


tion of this 
carbon 
material 
was 


started, there'has been a noticable 
falling off in the " collection. 
The 


Governor of Massachusetts has desi- 
gnated November ninth 
as "Gas- 


Mask "Day, "and urges people, gener- 
ally to make a special effort on that 
day to speed up the collections. 


Red Cross chapters all over 
the 
state .will accept the collections and 
forward them to tlie proper point. 


Speed Up For A Month 


. Governor Philipp asks that every 
community in the state make a 
special eflort each: day for a month 
to' speed up the collection of pits or 
seeds from peaches, plums, cherries, 
apricots,' prunes^ dates, 
olives 
and 
gather'from the woods all hickory 
nuts, walnuts and butternuts, and de- 
liver their collections daily to their 
local Red Cross Chapters.

do light the oven to bake cake or even 
quick bread, think ahead far enough 
to have some sort of fruit or pudding 
ready to put in tha oven for use at a 
later meal. 
If such care is used It 


may prove better economy to make 
frequent use of. the oven. 


Save Time ai Well aa Fuel. 


Another way to save fuel is the use 


of the fireless cooker for meat, cerealfl, 
and Borne vegetables. The main point 
in the conservation of fuel in cooking 
is planning ahead how to make tho 
heat use of tho smallest amount of 
fuel. A meal cooked with the aid of a 
flreleas cooker mast be planned, ahead, 
for time is required for this type of 


throughout the process, and -proper 
care of tho surface of tho brine after 
fermentation Is completed. 


In making sauerkraut for home pur- 


poses the outer green leaves of the 
cabbage should be removed, 'Just as 
In preparing the head for boiling. In 
addition, all decayed or bruised leaves 
should be discarded and the core re- 
moved. If an Instrument for this pur- 
pose Is .not available, it is advisable 
to quarter the heads and slice off the 
part of the core remaining on each 
quarter. 
The 
cabbage 
should 
he 


shredded by one of the hand-shredding 
machines sold upon the market for 
such purposes, or, If one is not avail- 
able, the heads may be cut Into thin 
slices with a slaxv cutter or a large 
knife. 


Tho shredded cabbage 
should tie 


packed Immediately into a perfectly 
clean, water-tight receptacle, such as 
a cider or xvlne barrel, keg,1 or tub. As 
It Is packed into the receptacle add 
salt In the proportion of one pound of 
'salt to forty pounds' of cabbage, dis- 
tributing It evenly throughout the cab- 
bage. 
Experiments have shown that 


approximately 
txvo 
and 
one-half 


pounds of salt to each one hundred 
pounds of shredded cabbage give the 
best flavor to the resulting kraut. 


When tho barrel or,crock Is nearly 


full, tho "cabbage should be pressed 
down as firmly as possible and cov- 
ered with a clean board cover. It Is 
advisable, but not essential, that clean 
cloth be placed over,the cabbage be- 
fore the cover Is put Into place. The 
salt soon extracts a 
considerable 


amount of the cabbage juice from the 
cabbage, and ,a sufficient xvelght of 
clean brick or stone should be -added 
to causo the brine to rise up to the 
wooden cover. Set the container'aside 
until fermentation is complete and 
skim off any flcura that forms.

Reports of poultry increases during 


the past year have come from liS of 
the 30 states In xvhich the United 
States department of ngrU-ulvurc nnd 
allied forces started a "more poultry" 
campaign in November, 1017. 
The 


gains range from 15 to 80 per cent. 
The main increases wore on farms, al- 
though village and city back yards 
shared in the upward trend. Prospects 
.for further increases also wcro report- 
ed. 


Co-operation in the poultry cam- 


paign was given to the department of 
ngrkulture by many agencies, notably 
the state agricultural colleges and olvic 
nnd patriotic organizations. 
In some 


sections hundreds of farmers xverc In- 
duced to dispose of poor stock in favor 
j 


of puro-brals. Because of the high cost; 
of feeding, poultry keepers are re- 
sponding rapidly to this method of In- 
creasing profits- As an example, In 
Green county, Missouri, on August, 28 
more than HOG farm flocks were culled 
through the efforts of the local leader 
organizations. 


More Day-OId Chicks Sold. 


A large number of chick hatcheries 


reported, 0.9 n result of this and other 
campaigns, that they had sold more 
day-old chicks tho past season than 
ever before. It is believed that at 
least 50 per cent of poultry producers 
hatched earlier this year than In pre- 
vious years as a resulr^of the efforts 
for early hutching. 


Thousands of families in cities and 


toxvns nil over the country were in- 
duced to keep a few hens In their back 
yards to utilize table waste and supply 
the homo with eggs. In a number of 
larger toxvns and cities ordinances pro- 
hibiting keeping poultry xvlthln certain 
districts wore ovc-rcome by.getting of- 
ficials to alloxv backyard Docks within 
the city limits us a xvar emergency. 


Egg Preservation Shows Increase. 
Big demand for xvater glass through- 


out the country Is taken to Indicate 
that more eggs xvere preserved than In 
any previous year, and nexv sections 
were reached by the advice to produce 
infertile eggs. 


Other phases of the campaign have 


been efforts to encourage the growing 
of all possible poultry feeds, consump- 
tion of poultry and -eggs to conserve 
the moat supply, better methods of 
housing, belter management of poul- 
.try and better methods of marketing 
product)1? nnd buying feeds. 


The department of agriculture has 


84 extension poultry husbandmen at 
work and four district snperx'Isors^ 
with headquarters at Chicago, Kansas 
City, Oklahoma City and Los Angeles.

Buy Pullets fn FaH. 


The best xvay for the city poultry 


keeper to procure hens Is to pnrchase 
them in the fall. An effort should bo 
made to obtain pullets rather than 
older hens, and the pullets selected 
should be well matured, so that they 
will begin to lay before the cold 
weather sets in. Evidences of the 
maturity of pullets are the develop- 
ment and red color of the comb nnd 
a size and.groxx-th xvhich are good for 
the breed or variety. Hens will lay 
little or no eggs during the fall nnd 
early winter, while they are. molting. 
Well-matured pullets, however, should 
lay fairly well during this period, so 
that an immediate return Is realized 
from the investment Tho purchasing 
of pullets In the fall is preferable -in 
most cases to purchasing day-old 
chicks or to hatching chicks in the 
spring. Usually there is little space 
available for the rnlsjng of chicks, 
and, moreover, many"' city dwellers 
have hnd no experience In raising

Turn down tho 
flame after tho bolllug point Is reached, 
for the potatoes will not cook nny 
more quickly In wntcr thnt IB boiling 
fast than In water that Is boiling 
slowly. 


Tbo greatest amount of gas wasted, 


however, la by tho indiscriminate uso 
of tho oven. 
Too of I en tlio oven Is 


lighted to bake a ylnglo dish when by 
a llttlo careful planning tho whole 
dinner can bo bakud by the bent ex- 
pended upon one dish.

Sauerkraut Is In Season. 


Attempts have been made, lo keep 


popular the tasteful and popular dish 
of sauerkraut by changing tho name 
to Liberty cabbage., 
Uut if the roso 


will emell as sweet by any other name, 
so will sauerkraut taste us good to 
many people whether Us name be 
changed or nol, 


The 
essential 
points 
to 
make 


good kraut are the use of mature, 
sound cabbage, scrupulous cleanliness 
throughout the process, and proper 
care of the surface of the brine after 
fermentation Is completed. 


In making sauerkraut for home pur- 


poses tho outer green loaves of tho 
cabbnge should bo removed, Just as 
In preparing tho bend for boiling. In 
addition, all decayed or braised leaves 
should be discarded and the core re- 
moved. If an Instrument for tills pur- 
pose Is not available, It is advisable 
to quarter the beads and slice off the 
part of. the core remaining on each 
quarter. 
Tho 
cabbage 
should 
be 


shredded by one of the hand-shredding 
machines sold upon tho market for 
such purposes, or, If one is not avail- 
able, tho heads may be cut Into thin 
slices with a slaw cutler or a large 
knife. 


Tbo shredded cabbage should be 


packed immediately Into a perfectly 
clean, water-tight receptacle, such as 
a elder or wine barrel, keg, or tub. As 
It Is packed Into the receptacle add 
salt In the proportion of ono pound of 
salt to forty pounds of cabbage, dis- 
tributing it evenly throughout the cab- 
bage. Experiments have sho\yn that 
approximately 
two 
mid 
one-half 


pounds of salt to each one hundred 
pounds of shredded cabbnge give tho 
best flavor to tho resulting krnul. 


When |ho barrel or,crock Is nearly 


full, tho cabbage should bo pressed 
down ns flrmly as possible and cov- 
ered with a clean board cover. It IP 
advisable, but not essential, that clean 
clotli be placed over the cabbage bo- 
fore the cover Is put Into place. The 
salt 
soon 
extracts a considerable 


amount of the cabbage juice from the 
cabbage, and a sufficient weight of 
clean brick or stone should be -added 
to cause the brine to rise up to the 
wooden cover. Set the container aside 
until fermentation 
is complete and 


skim off any acuro that forms.

In addition to the 220,000,000 Allies, 


our Army and our Navy, the United 
States must feed tho prisoners which 
the successes of war aro bringing to 
us, and if peace is declared, we will 
be able to reach also 180,000,000 people j the 
in Poland, Roumania, Serbia, Armenia 
and European Russia, some of whom 
have partial food resources and some 
of whom are now literally starving. 


Reports coming daily from all over 


the world are giving definite shape to 
the food program of the Unit.ed States 
Food Administration which is sot forth 
in the Homo Card. The rcQUircmenla 
of the Armies and the needs of tho 
Allies aro balanced against the sup- 
plies of food. 


Early calculations of harvest are 


daily verified, tally is kept on tho in- 
crease or shrinkage of food stocks, in- 
ventory is corrected as resources of 
tho last harvest are more quickly oi 
slowly consumed; totals are revised 
for new supplies discovered, or ex- 
pected supplies cut off. 


Our big wheat crop does not mean 


that we are to stop saving; wo must 
now economize on. all FOOD. As all 
farmers know, bad weather conditions 
have cut down tho other crops, es- 
pecially the corn, oats and potatoes. 


The necessity of transporting our 


soldiers to tho front in food ships ia 
one cause for the need of sending 
more foodstuffs. 
Tho distance from 


New York to Liverpool is only one- 
half of that from Bueno.s Ayre.s, lose 
than one-third of that from Bombay 
and almost one-fourth of that from 
Australia. Consequently since it takes 
so much less time to ship food from 
here, more trips can be made and more 
ships spared for transporting our men. 


This means that our export, supply 


must be increased by one-half.

Attempts have been made to keep 


popular the tasteful and popular dish 
of sauerkraut by changing the name 
to Liberty cabbage. 
But if the rose 


•will smell as sweet by any other name, 
so will sauerkraut taste as good to 
many people whether its name be 
changed or not.

The 
essential 
points 
to 
make 


good kraut are the use of mature, 
sound cabbage, scrupulous cleanliness 
throughout the process, and proper 
care of the surface of the brine after 
fermentation is completed. 


In making sauerkraut for home 'pur- 


poses the outer green leaves of the 
cabbage should be removed,'just as 
in preparing the head lor boiling. - In 
addition, all decayed or bruised leaves 
should be discarded and the core re- 
moved.- If an instrument for this pur- 
pose is .not available, it is advisable 
to quarter the heads and slice off the 
part of the core remaining on each 
quarter. 
The 
cabbage 
should be 


shredded by one of the hand-shredding 
machines sold upon the market for 
such purposes, or, if one is.not avail- 
able, the heads may be cut Into thin 
slices with a slaw cutter or a large 
knife.

The shredded cabbage should be 


packed immediately into a perfectly 
clean, water-tight receptacle, such as 
a cider or-wine barrel, keg; or tub. As

tributing it evenly throughput the cab- 
bage. '.. Experiments have shown that 
approximately 
two 
and 
one-half 


pounds of salt to each one hundred 
pounds of shredded cabbage give the 
best flavor tc'tne resulting kraut. 


.When the. barrel or .crock is ^nearly 


full, the ".cabbage should be pressed 
down as '.firmly-' as possible and'- cov- 
ered with a clean board .cover. It is 
advisable; but not 'essential, -Hint clean 
cloth be 'placed'rbver:,the cabbage .be- 
fore the,coyer,is put into place. The 
salt soon ^extracts a considerable 
amount of the cabbage juice from the 
•cabbage, and ;a sufficient weight of

The best way for the city poultry 


keeper to procure hens is to purchase 
them in the fall. An effort should bo 
made to obtain pullets rather than 
older hens, and the pullets selected 
should be well matured, so that they 
will begin to lay before the cold 
weather sets in. Evidences of tho 
maturity of pullets are the develop- 
ment and red color of the comb and 
a size and i growth which are good for 
the breed or variety. Hens, will lay 
little or no eggs during the fall and 
early winter, while they nre. molting. 
Well-matured pullets, however, should 
lay fairly well during this period, so 
that an immediate return la realized 
from the Investment. The purchasing 
of pallets In the fall Is preferable -In 
most cases to purchasing day-old 
chicks or to hatching chicks In the 
spring.

scores became the exception and not 
ihe rule.

As late as ]()08, at Cleve- 
land, ton runs were scored In one in- 
ning, nine hits were made, and each 
butter wlio made a hit got a run.

Meade defeated Leo at Gettysburg at 
the same time, but it was April, ISO:), 
before the war ended. 
Between the 


victories of Vicksburg nnd Gettysburg 
and the final end there were the great 
buttles of Chickamauga and Nashville, 
and Sherman's march 'to tne sea-, also 
the 
Wilderness, Spotsylvania, Cold 


Harbor, Sheridan's Shennnclonh cam- 
paign and the siege of Petersburg. 
Those who. read the story of those 
days, or. hear the people talk who 
participated In the events, know tlmt 
It was assumed that the Union cause 
would- succeed after Vicksburg and 
Gettysburg, but It took nearly two 
years longer to accomplish the final de- 
•fent of the Confederacy. 


.It must be remembered that Ger- 


many occupies nearly all of Belgium 
and a. large slice of France, and that 
11- will require some very severe bat- 
tles before the Huns are beaten as 
they should be in order to make a suc- 
cess of this war.

WOMEN ARE GOOD MECHANICS.

According to a. report of the national Industrial 


conference board, women in wartime employment 
are showing a remarkable adaptability for ma- 
chine shop work. -The report: summarizes infor- 
mation obtained from 131 establishments employ- 
ing 335,015 men and 49,823 women and including 
10,657 women: engaged . in work formerly per- 
formed exclusively by men. 
. 
Their labor, says the Christian Herald, has 


ranged'from the operation of drill presses and 
lathes to coremaking, inspecting and assembling 
mechanical products. and performing many pre- 
cise machine operations. In.the main it has been 
confined to the lighter processes requiring rapid- 
itv and dexterity; and in such work their output 
has proved equal to.and'frequently greater than 
that of male employees. This was notably true 
,f women's-work in automobile manufacture aod 
in a munition plant' manufacturing, fuses, where 
women operatives on drill presses 'and milling 
machines were from 25 to 50 per cent more rapi/J 
than men.
